K. L. Billiard, was removed during 
tho progress of the disease. Dr. Chap. 
C. Gorst. tho now superintendent, rec- 
ommended to tho state board of con- 
trol that the method of dumping the 
waste of the Institution Into

Mendota. from which the water sup- 
ply is taken, must bo 
abandoned. 


This. It Is believed. Is tho only effect- 
ive moans of eliminating the typhnl-l 
epidemic.
